The continaed proeperity.of the port:of Hongkong is refl oted 
in the repost of the Harbour Master for the past year. This shows’ 
2 very decided incresse in the number and tonnage of ‘veasela en- 
tering snd clesring, 88 compared with the previous twelve months, 
the advance being represented by 111,192 more vessels, and. 
2,496,538 more tons. ‘These figures, of course, inslude vessela of

concerned, the atatistios contained in the report are satisfactory ia 
the sense thst they reveal s retention of its supremacy, In view of 
tha continued drain on British tonnage, becanse of the war, it would

“a ponding, or even greater, advance in foreign-owned vessels vieiting

It ia recorded that when the 
Chineee Government in 1841 
ceded the island to Great 
Britain, only rough foot tracks 
existed; to-day the Oolozy 
can bosat of approximately 
185 miles of good roade. The 
foundations. of the rosds until 
recent yeare consisted of. red 
earth, and opon this for the main 
rogde was lsid ordinary granite 
mecsdam four inches thick. Tbe 
country-or bill. rosde were either 
surfaced. with concrete or decom- 
posed. granite. The advent of 
mechanically propelled . traffiz 
necessitated an alteration in the 
fibric’ of road, surfacing, snd 
bitcmen, in'sone form, now plays 
an important part in the conatrac- 
tiga and maintenance of rosde in 
Hongkong. . 

‘Mr. Guldemith refera to the 
peculier difficulties which con- 
front the rosd engineer in the 
tropics, and comments on .the 
tmanifect advantages of -ta:-bound 
surfacing. .He ezya the milesge:
